Frankfort, March 8. The Difference between the

Several 
thoufand Bills have been printed in that Town in the 
Latin and Hungarian Tongues, in which the Huffars 
that are in the Service of the Allies on the Mofelle are 
invited ro defert to the Enemy and enter into their 
Service, upon Promife of great Advantages to be gi- 
ven them by the Elector of Bavaria: And many of 
thofe Bills have been difpers’d about theCountry. A 
Courier that is arriv’d at Luxemburg from Bruffels, 
has brought Adyice, that there being Horfes enowro 
be had for remounting the Cavalry in the Nethes- 
lands ; the Price of them is grown pretry reafonable. 
8000 Horfe and Foorare on their March from the Ne- 
therlands towards Luxemburg. The Garrifons of 
‘Metz, Thionville, Longwy,, Verdun, and Saar-Louis, 
are order’d tohold themfelves in a Readinefs tomarch | 
as foon as the Marfhal de Villars returns.
